To  take  aim  at  them  for  having

We’ve  held  positive  meetings  with  SUFC 
Women  in  the  past  few  weeks  and  we  will 
have  a  positive  working  relationship  with 
them  I  am  sure,  but  we  still  await  word  from 
Sheffield  City  Council  and  Scarborough 
Group  on  the  stadium. 

As  the  club  (and  Chris  earlier  in  the  pro¬ 
gramme  says)  as  soon  as  we  know  more, 
we  will  let  you  know,  it’s  not  a  case  of  if  it 
will  happen  but  when,  that  can’t  come  soon 
enough  and  we  thank  you  again  for  your 
continued  patience.

Rochdale  arrive  at  the  Olympic  Legacy 
Park  this  evening  with  what  can  only  be 
described  as  a  disappointing  campaign 
to  date. 


Matt  Calland  at  the  helm  and  with  ex-Ea¬ 
gles  assistant  coach  Dave  Larder  joining 
his  coaching  staff,  they  have  an  astute  and 
experience  staff  leading  the  squad. 


A  team  in  desperate  need  of  point  is  a  team 
that  shouldn’t  be  taken  lightly,  and  the  Hor¬ 
nets  completed  a  clever  bit  of  business  this 
week  in  a  swap  deal  that  saw  Scott  Moore 
head  to  Swinton  whilst  Lions  forward  Kyle 
Shelford  heads  in  the  other  direction. 

Shelford  is  a  good,  athletic  young  forward 
and  will  add  some  punch  to  Rochdale’s  go 
forward.  They  have  also  brought  in  recently 
Izaac  Farrell,  brother  of  Eagles  forward  Joel, 
who  earned  plaudits  during  his  brief  spell 
with  Huddersfield  Giants. 

Oscar  Thomas  is  now  with  the  Hornets  after 
a  short  spell  at  Swinton  and  whilst  he  may 
have  struggled  in  what  was  a  disappointing 
2018  campaign  at  Sheffield,  he’ll  be  looking 
to  impress  on  his  return  to  the  Olympic 
Legacy  Park. 


The  Hornets  languish  at  the  bottom  of  the 
Betfred  Championship  table  with  just  one  win 
under  their  belt  after  16  games  to  date  (they 
and  Dewsbury  have  a  game  in  hand  due  to 
their  postponed  fixture  earlier  this  year). 


That  solo  victory  came  against  Barrow 
Raiders  back  in  March,  defeating  them  20-8 
at  their  Crown  Oil  Arena  home.  Despite  just 
the  two  league  points  on  the  board  to  date,  it 
could  have  been  a  different  story  with  narrow 
defeats  to  York  (18-24),  Batley  (18-12)  and 
perhaps  most  disappointing  a  40-30  defeat 
in  the  Summer  Bash  against  their  Greater 
Manchester  rivals  Swinton  in  a  game  where 
they  lead  24-10  at  half-time. 


Apart  from  them  games  though  and  a  one 
point  victory  over  League  One  leaders 
Whitehaven  in  the  Challenge  Cup,  it’s  been 
largely  heavy  defeats 
for  Rochdale  this  sea¬ 
son  and  with  those  two 
points  mean  they  are 
five  points  behind  the 
next  team  in  the  table, 

Barrow,  who  sit  on 
seven  points  meaning 
it  will  be  a  very  difficult 
and  challenging  task  to 
climb  out  of  the  relega¬ 
tion  places  and  retain 
their  Championship 
status  in  2020.

Last  month  Linda  &  I  had  a  great  holiday 
up  in  the  Dales  visiting  beautiful  places 
like  Richmond,  Reeth,  Leyburn  and  High 
Force,  enjoying  the  countryside  and  great 
weather.  Arriving  home  on  the  Saturday 
evening  I  was  not  prepared  for  what  hap¬ 
pened  the  next  day. 

Sunday  morning  I  woke  up  not  being  able  to 
hear  properly  and  with  a  banging  headache. 
As  the  days  went  on 
my  hearing  diminished 
until  I  could  hardly 
hear  anything.  I  went 
for  a  walk  one  day 
and  couldn’t  hear  any 
vehicles  passing  me 
along  our  street.

When  something  you  have  -  and,  let’s  be 
honest,  something  you  take  for  granted  -  is 
taken  from  you  it  causes  some  worry  and 
uncertainty;  it  certainly  did  for  me.  My  com¬ 
munication  was  hindered  and  work  affected 
too.  Even  though  twice-daily  ear  drops  were 
applied  it  seemed  nothing  was  happening  as 
my  hearing  didn’t  improve  but  hopefully  the 
blockage  was  being  dislodged  so  my  ears 
could  be  syringed. 


After  having  my  ears  syringed  the  difference 
in  my  hearing  was  instant,  so  even  though 
I  couldn’t  see  or  hear  the  benefits  of  the 
daily  drops  they  had  been  doing  their  job; 
having  my  ears  flushed  with  warm  water 
was  the  final  part  of  the  process.  Since  then 
every  little  sound  seems  amazing  and  I 
want  to  make  sure  I  don’t  take  my  hearing 
for  granted.  I  want  to  be  grateful  each  day 
for  the  wonderful  sounds  of  birds  singing, 
music  playing,  and  TV 
at  a  more  sensible  level 
(No  8).  The  day  after 
getting  my  hearing  back 
I  was  at  the  cinema  and 
everything  seemed  so 
clear  and  loud,  it  was 
a  little  overwhelming. 
Every  day  I’m  having  to 
turn  things  down  due  to 
the  clarity  of  the  sound 
and  the  sensitivity  of  my 
ears.  I’m  so  grateful  for 
my  hearing.

The  children  were  in  town  as  part  of  the  Old¬ 
ham  Link  of  the  national  Chernobyl  Charity, 
who  held  a  bucket  collection  at  the  match 
so  they  can  continue  to  send  children  from 
Belarus  and  Northern  Ukraine  to  the  UK  for 
respite  holidays  to  combat  effects  from  the 
Chernobyl  nuclear  disaster  in  1986. 

Oldham  chairman  Chris  Hamilton  said:  “We 
couldn’t  have  planned  things  any  better. 

“From  the  minute  the  children  arrived  at  the 
ground  to  the  moment  they  left  they  had  an 
absolute  ball.

The  Roughyeds  players  went  over  to  them 
post  match  to  shake  hands  with  their  new 
supporters  and  have  pictures  taken  with 
them. 

One  of  the  children’s  hosts  MarkAlbiston 
said:  “It  was  a  fantastic  experience  for  the 
children. 

“We  couldn’t  have  asked  for  more,  they  were 
thrilled  to  bits. 

“They  had  never  even  heard  of  rugby  league 
before  but  they’re  confirmed  Roughyeds  fans 
now,  that’s  for  sure.”
